New York, January 30.—A Sun special 
from Washington says: 

Judge Nathan Goff, of West Virginia, has 
declined the tender of the attorney gen- 
eralship. He finds that he cannot become a 
member of President McKinley's cabinet. 
This conclusion was reached by Judge Goff 
within the past two days. Yesterday his 
friends in this city were notified of his 
final deceision. 

It has been very hard for Judge Goff to 
make up hie mind, and he told Major Me- 
Kinley so when he‘ visited him at Canton 
last week to talk over the offer to enter the 
cabinet. It has been the ambition of his 
life to be a United States senator. He was 
shelved on the United States oircuit court 
bench when Mr. Elkins 
ator two years ago, and now he wants to 
succeed Faulkner in 15899. 

Major McKinley told Judge Goff that if 
*he entered the cabinet he would be expected 
tc remain until the expiration of his term 
as president: To do that meant the sur- 
_ render of Judge Goff’s senatorial ambition, 

#o when he left Canton he was undecided, 
and only Thursday he mailed his declina- 
tion to wlhajor McKinley. His friends here 
know now that he is a candidate for the

LIKE AN ENRAGED TIGRESS 


She Seized a Chair and Brouglit It 
Down on the Head of Detec- 
tive Conn. 


TOOK FOUR MEN 70 HOLD HER 


Mary Harris, Who ‘Robbed an Old 
Countryman, Creates a Sensation at 
the Police Station—Assaults the De- 
tectives and Injurés One of Them. 
She Challenges, the Entire Depart- 
ment to be Combat. 

A fierce and bloody “battle occurred in the 
office of the city detectives this morning. 

Yesterday afternoon a negro woman who 
gave her namé as Mattie Harris was ar- 
rested on the charge of robbing an elderly 
white man. “She was locked up in the po- 
lice station and this morning taken into the 
detective’s office for identification. It was 
then that Mary got her dander up and pro- 
ceeded to whip the entire detective force. 

James M. Jenkins, who lives four miles 
from Harlem, Ga., while walking on Butler 

Street yesterday afternoon was suddenly 

grabbed by the Harris woman, who is as 

strong as an ox, and dragged into a house, 
where he was relieved of $4, all the money 
he had. The woman was placed under ar- 
rest, but’the money could not be recover-

This morning Mary was carried from her 


, cell up to the third floor of the police sta- 
' tion and given a seat in the office of the 


detectives. In a few moments old man 
Jenkins came in and readily identified her 
as the woman who had assaulted and rob- 
bed him. One of the detectives remarked: 
““Mary, why don’t you give this poor old 
man his money?’’ 
Woman Uses a Chair. 
Upon this Mary sprang to her feet with 


| an angry gleam in her eyes and began to 


pour out a volley of epithets which would 
be far from adding to the solemnity of a 
prayer meeting: The more she ‘cussed”’ 


fuel to her wrath and she ®idenly grabbed 
a chair and with the fury of. an enraged 
tigress started in the direction of Detective 
Conn. Before he could stop her she had 
brought the chair down upon his head with 
violent force. The blow was partly par- 
ried with the left arm. Detective Looney 
rushed to the rescue and tried to hold the 
woman, but could not do so. Two other de- 
tectives gave a helping hand and finally 
succeeded in throwing her to the floor and 
fastening a pair of handcuffs to her wrists. 

Detective Conr was bleeding from a cut 
on the hand and a severe bruise on the 
face. 

The Harris woman is well known to the 
police. She has been arrested on similar 
charges before. She weighs ‘About 200 


' pounds and is almost a giant in strength. 


There is not a member of the detective 
force who would attempt to handle the wo- 
man alone unless they intended to kill her.

EXPLOSION TAKES TWENTY LIVES 


Then the Insurgents Open Fire on 
Those Who Escape and a Dread- 
ful Slaughter | Follows.

New York, January 30.—A Key West, Fia., 


special says: 


A privatgletter from Pinar del Rio receive, 


ed yesterday gives news of a daring raid 
upon a detachment of Colonel San Martin's 
Spanish guerrillas Sunday near Candelaria, 
in which more than 125 of the guerrillas 
vere killed or wounded and 1% were taken 
priscners. Ten of the prisoners, being Cuban 
born, were macheted.’ The others were re- 
leared save one, a lieutenant, who headed a 
squad that killed five pacificos last week 
in that section. He was hacked to pieces by 
the infuriated Cubans when they learned 
who he was. 

This dctachment, numbering 49, was 
sent cn a special train for San Cristobal 
to aid in repelling an expected attack by 
Gereral Rivera. Just after passing Can- 
delaria, two bon bs exploded under the en- 
gine and one urder a passenger cer, blow- 
ing both to pieces. Twenty soldiers were 
killed outright. 

When the bombs exploded a howitzer 
on the hilfsfdé opened” fire, 
Miros's band of Cubans, numbering about 
30, fiercely attacked the Spanish troops. 
The cannon was especially effective. 

Finally the Spanish troops formed ana 
charged, but the rapid fire from the sharp 
shooters hidden in the brush, drove them 
to seek shelter in the wrecked cars. After 


half an hour’s fighting re-enforcements ar- . 
rived by an extra train from Candelaria 


and drove the Cubans off. 

Sixty-seven Spanish wounded were taken 
to Candelaria <nd more than fifty were 
buried on the field. The Cubans lost one 
oMcer and twenty-three men, wounded or 
killed, 

Colorel San Martin courtmartialed the 
officer if command of the Spaniards and 
gent him in irors to Havana.

Since the Irish members of the house of 
commons withdrew their amendment to the 
address in reply to the queen’s speech, 
which amendment referred to the fimancial 
relations between Great Britain and Ire- 
land, tt is seen that they made a serious 
tactical error, which was equivalent to 
allowing Mr. Balfour, the government lead- 
er in the house, to spike their guns. 

A prompt and energetic opposition to the 
suzpension of the fimancial question might 
bave been effective in carrying the votes 
of the Irish unionists, but now it will be 
useless to oppose the commission, which 
will be suppurted by all the unionists and 
a number of Scottish and English liberals. 
The question, instead of bearing solely on 
the financial relations between Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland, will develop into an in- 
quiry into the financial relations between 
the different parts of the United Kingdom. 

The Scotch and Welch members of the 
house insist that their respective claims 
shali be considered, and the English radi- 
cals demand am inquiry into the matter of 
the taxation of the various classes in the 
kingdom.

Navy Department Buys Many Tons of 
Alcohol for Making Smokeless 
Powder for the Six-Inch 
«Guns. 


New York, January 30.—A Herald special 
from Washington says: 

The court of inquiry that investigated 
the striking by the cruiser Montgomery of 
some obstruction off Governor’s island, in 
New York harbor, has held Commander 
Rk. B. Bradford not responsible for the ac- 
cident. 

The court found that as there was plenty 
of water for a vessel of the Montgomery’s 
depth within a few yards of Governor's 
island, and as the cruiser at the time she 
struck was a couple of hundred yards 
away, the ship must have collided with an 
uncharted obstruction. 

The navy department has purchased 100, - 
000 pounds of alcohol, which will be turned 
over to the powder manufacturers who 
have contracts for manufacturing smoke- 
less powder for the navy. The Dupont 
Powder Company and the California Pow- 
der Company have been supplied with the 
formula for making smokeless powder, 
originated at the Newport naval station, 
and it has been determined to have these 
firms supply 100,000 pounds of smokeless 
powder for six-inch guns.

Princess Chimay Looked Forward to 
the Life She Is Now Leading and 
Seemed To Like the Prospect. 


HER GIRLHOOD IS DESCRIBED 


She Had No Small Idea of Her Own 
Beauty, but Questioned How 
Long It Would Last. 


LETTERS TO A GIRL FRIEND 


A Murderer Is Given as Her Ideal of 


a Man—A Little Rough Treatment 

' Would Not Be Objectionable, Either. 
Evidently Her Husband Does Not 
Fill the Bill, but She Admits She 
Is a Little To Blame. 


New York, January 30.—The World says: 
From her escretoire a society leader of 
Detroit, Mich., furnishes The World with 
this study from her own correspondence 
of the Princess de Chimay, whose vagaries 
are the talk of two continents. The writer 
was one of the girl eompanions of Clara 
Ward, and later, through a marriage into 
Ciplomatic circles, continued the intimate 
fr'end of the woman whose later misdeeds 
and career are subjects of wonder to 


women. 

The extracts of letters extending over a 
period of years present an unusual char- 
acter, further defined by the criticism of 
a life-long frend. 

Her description of Rigo, her gypsy lover, 
yesterday, as told in the cable dispatches, 
comes like an early confirmation of her 
girlish foreboding. 

At twelve years of age little Clara Ward 
(row Princess de Chimay) had already giv- 
en fair promise of the beauty which |fater 
on should command from men homage and 
adoration. 

A blonde, with black eyes. I remember 
her one night at a children’s party. She 
was clothed in soft white gossamer-like 
draperies, her form already as full of east- 
ern grace and languor as an Odalisque, her 
skin dazzlingly fair, with a delicate bloom 
upon it; her eyes lustrous and dark, with 
a dangerous loop in their thick curling 
larhes; a great mass of fluffy golden halr, 
and a mouth that time soon taught her 
could surely smile destruction. 

When years afterwards the lips were 
once criticised as being somewhat too full, 
Clara laughingly asserted that for the lips 
that pressed them it was surely an at- 
tractive fault. 

Taken away from Detroit when only two 
years old, the future Princess de Chimay 
spent’ most of her early youth in Toronto 
and, other Canadian cities, returning once 
at. twelve years of age, when her mother 
revisited the old home on legal business, 
when the writer first met her. 

Predicts Her Own Wretched Future. 

One afternoon when she had admired 
herself for some time in the mirror—for 
I:ke most beautiful persons she was fond 
of her own reflection—she turned laughing- 
ly and said: 

“Did you ever know any girl more beau- 
tiful than I? But, my dear, I believe I shall 
come to some bad end.’’ 

“Wheat do you mean?’ I asked with as- 
tonishment. 

“What is my inheritance?” she retorted. 
“Money? Yes, and wild, riotous blood, with 
immoralities so gross that they stop just 
short of crime and state prison! I believe 
I shall yet sink to the very depths.”’ 

_As she was not seventeen at the making 
of this remark, it of course did not pro- 
duce a lasting impression, and she shortly 
after seized her companion and waltzed 
her around and around in a sort of witch- 
es’ dance. 

Eighteen months ago the postscript to a 
letter called up the long-forgotten words. 
The postscript was: 

“JT am sinking to the very depths: shall 
goon be so low that IT can go no further.” 


Like Father, Like Daughter. 

Many of the boys and girls of Detroit 
and Toronto remember “Pretty Clara 
Ward” and the gay larks in which she 
was the leading spirit. But most of those 
pranks .were so questionable that it is 
doubtful whether the other participants 
would relate them today. 

Clara Ward seemed to have no concep- 
tion of the legal rights of others. For 
what belonged to another if desired by her- 
self she would scheme and intrigue until 
by stratagem or force the coveted article 
came into her possession. 

Perhaps the spirit of her father, Eber 
Ward, stalked again through corridor and 
hallways and recognized the twin of a will 
which had eontrived and grasped and 
seized and bullied until the hundreds be- 
came thousands, and the thousands heaped 
themselves into millions, while the city 
looked on and gossiped and threatened and 
—envied his good fortune. 

“A Fine Breed of Women.” 

“A fine breed of women, my mother’s 
people,”’ Clara said one day with the 
coarseness which was often habitual to 
her. “They are all handsome, regular man- 
catchers!”’ 

The maternal ancestry is, indeed, noted 
for the beauty of its women. Singularly 
enough that curious gift of gold-colored 
hair and midnight eyes marks all. 

As a child Clara showed an abhorrence 
of gypsies, of whom of course she had 
heard only in literature, and a predilection 
for Indians, occasionally trying to bribe 
a basket seller, as unpromising a type as 
Walpole island could produce, to kiss her. 

Ordinarily she was not compelled to seek 
this embarrassing alternative. She writes: 

“You remember Tom? Tell Tom he can 
say that he once fastened a princess's 
garters!” 

And again: 

“Gordon — was in Paris a week ago. 
He is no more bashful than when he was 
always determined to kiss me as a young- 


ster.” 
Lacking in Moral Sense. 


Moral sense. in many cases, appeared 
lacking. Dated to attend a private masked 
ball in a costume to represent nudity, 
Clara only desisted from her tntention to 
accept the dare upon dire threats of pun- 
ishment. 

She was generous to a fait. Private 
pocket money was often éntirely spent on 
charities which had come under her notice, 
or upon some friend whose Wants appealed 
to her kind-heartedness. 

From Chimay castle she once wrote: 

“Congratulate me upon a daughter, who 
has inherited my beatty.” 

Both of the children whom the princess 
has borne to the hdlse of Caraman<‘hima 


doir ceiling being a reproduction of “The 
Rape of Lucrece.” It was the custom of 


long line of Chita 4 to study them. 

Before one picture, smaller than the 
others, she often paused; it was that of a 
small, aristocratic face. with a soft crown 
of pale brown hair and brown eyes—not a 
beautiful face in any sense of the word, but 
one whose sincerity of character could not 
be doubted. 

This young woman, who died at an early 
age, was a distant cousin of the Prince de 
Chimay, and it is said she was the only 
woman whom. he had ever loved. A combi- 
nation of circumstances prevented their 
marriage, but it is certain that the slender 
girl, whose portrait never failed to rouse 
a mad jealousy tn the breast of the pres- 
ent princess, occupied a place in the 
prince’s heart which his beautiful wife 
never filled. 


Princess Writes of Her Husband. 
Of Prince de Chimay the princess wrote: 
““My husband is a good type of a man 

who has had his fllng and thinks the dregs 
will do for his wife. Courteous, gentle- 
manly, generous—but cold as ice. I won- 
der if he thinks me a woman of wood or 
stone to be satisfied with ‘good morning’ or 
‘good night” I want to love and be loved: 
I want to steep myself in the devotion of 
some one’s soul. 

“I want to taste heaven and hell. When 
I die I want it to come in the voluptuous 
embrace of one whom I love. 

“But I forget that at least I have a title; 
I am the Princess de Chimay-Caraman, 
and love, as an abstract feeling, may £0 
to the cCevtl.” 


Seeks the Love of a Brute. 

Another letter from Paris much later 
sors: 

‘My amiable husband, the prince, cannot 
be made fealous. I am leading a gay life— 
plenty of fun and novelty. Paris adores 
me at present. I was never destined to be 
Undine among the water lilies. 

“IT am the loveliest woman of the day, 
but I question sometimes how long will the 
day last? And yet I want something 
deeper. I want a sensation utterly novel 
and new. I would like the love of some 
brute—a murderer, a fugitive from justice, 
a convict. One who perhaps would beat 
me and make me forget the blows in the 
strength and fury of his love.” 

Devotion of a Royal Personage. 

A scrap from the letters of a certain 
royal personage called her “the yellow- 
haired goddess of the poets,’’ tells her that 
he prefers romance and caprice to custom 
and prudence, advises her to pay no at- 
tention to the sneech of people, as the 
world at large never tires of seeking spots 
on a sun whose brilliance blinds it, wishes 
he dared make her his sovereign of the left 
hand, admits that he has drunk deep of 
the subtle poison of her beauty, asserts 
that life and soul were well periled and 
the world well lost to win such a woman; 
in comment of all which she writes: 

‘You can easily see in what a position 
this devotion in high circles has placed me. 
I am subjected to the vile jealousy of a 
wife who has plenty of power, but not 
enough self to hold her legitimate lord.” 


THIS ASTOR NOT RIGH. 


$10,000 TO A YOUNG MAN MEANS 
A FORTUNE TO HIS FATHER. 


It Is Awarded as a Verdict for In- 
juries by a New Jersey Jury. 
Called on His Rich Relative, 
but He Wasn’t In. 


New York, January 30.—The award by a 
Jersey City jury of $10,000 to six-year-old 
Willam W. Astor, son of Carl Astor, of 
No. 222 Railroad avenue, Jersey City, for 
injuries received at the hands of George 
Brede, a local grocer, has revived the 
Story of “the rich and the poor As- 
tors.” 

The boy is one of the poor Astors, and 
to his father the amount of this verdict is 
an immense fortune. But there is ho cer- 
tainty that he will ever get the money. 
Grocer Brede is not rich, and if he is too 
poor to satisfy the judgment the boy will 
have to go without it. The assault on 
the lHttle fellow, according to the evidence. 
was a brutal one. His mother had sent him 
to the grocery, and as he was leaving he 
picked up an apple from an open barrel 
The grocer saw this and threw a sack of 
flour at the boy, striking him on the head 
and knocking him down. Physicians who 
attended and who gave testimony at the 
trial say his mind is affected, and that 
as a result of the assault he may lose his 
eyesight. 

Carl Astor, father of the boy, claims 
relationship to the New York Astors, and 
relates this much of his family history: 

“My boy’s name is William Waldorf As- 
tor. When Willie was named I sent word 
to his rich relative that we had chosen his 
name for our second son and asked him 
to be the godfather. We got no answer. 

“We are all of the same stock, however, 
for we came from Waldorf the same as 
old John Jacob did, but we are poor and 
John Jacob’s descendants are rich. That, 
you know, makes a big difference. 

‘When I first came to New York I went 
to see the John Jacob Astor, the father 
of William Waldorf. I wanted a letter 
from Mr. Astor that would help me to get 
employment. At his office I was told that 
he was at home, and at his home I was 
told that he was at his office. I went back 
to his office and Mr. Astor finally con- 
sented to see me. When I told him I was. 
a cousin and an Astor from Waldorf, he 
put his hand in his pocket to give me a 
few dollars. I told him it was not money 
I wanted, and as he did not appear to 
appreciate my visit I came away. 

“When he died we all went to the fun- 
eral. but were treated like strangers and 
were not allowed to meet the members of 
the family. When William Astor, the 
father of the present John Astor, died, we 
went to the funeral, too, but we didn’t get 
near the mourners, and when Mrs. Wil- 
liam Waldorf Astor's funeral took place 
we sent a bouquet of flowers.’’ 

Ludwig Astor, the father of Carl, chimed 
in at this point. 

“My grandfather, Stephen Astor, sup- 
ported and cared for the father of John 
Jacob Astor, the founder of the rich branch 
of the family. John Jacob often used to 
say to my grandfather that although he 
could mever repay him for the care and 
attention, his rich son in‘ America would 
pay him well some day. He never did, 
though, and that’s all there is to the story.”

Opposition of the Steamship Combines 
Helping Along the Ledge Bill 


AMENDED IN THE LOWER HOUSE 


Its Provisions Made Even Stricter 
Than Before in Spite of the 
Westerners’ Protests. 


WILL KEEP OUT T 60,000 YEAR 


No One Will Be Permitted To Land 
in This Country When the Bill Be- 
comes a Law Until They Pass a 
Proper Educational Examination, 
and Steamship Companies Will Be 
Required To Take Ali Rejected Im- 
migrants Back to Their Homes Free 
The Charge. 


Washington, January 30. 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 

Senator Lodge’s expose of the part the 
great steamship companies were taking 
in opposition to the passage of the imml- 
gration bill was undoubtedly an impor- 
tant factor in putting that measure 
through the house. That it will pass the 
senate in its present shape there is no 
doubt—the bill as it stands being the‘re- 
sult of a conference between senate and 
house committees. 

The bill places an educational qualifica- 
tion upon the immigrants and will, if its 
provisions are carried out, greatly restrict 
the number of aliens permitted to come 
into this country. The bill also contains 
provisions aimed to keep out a lot of Can- 
adians who come into this country for a 
few months each year, but who retain 
their residence in Canada, pay taxes there 
and acknowledge allegiance only to the 
queen, 

The bill amends the present immigration 
laws by adding certain persons to the 
classes of aliens excluded. The house and 
senate disagreed on certain features, 
though they. agreed on the main purposes 
of the bill. The fight in the house over 
agreement to the conference report was 
an exceedingly spirited one and showed a 
wide diversity of opinion on the general 
proposition upon an educational qualifica- 
tion, as well as on the other features of 
the measure as reported. 

The West Opposed to It. 

Western members who have large for- 
eign-born constituenciés were generally 
opposed to the bill, but there was an. es- 
pecially loud call for its passage from 
the east and New BPngtland, where thous- 
ands of ignorant immigrants, incapable of 
caring for themselves or unwilling to do go, 
are at times -proving’ a menace to the 
peace. 

The southern members who are not s0 
directly concerned were, as a rule, interest- 
ed spectators and listeners, taking no part 
in the debate. 

The exact language of the provision for 
an educational or intelligence test is em- 
bodied in the following paragraph, setting 
forth who, under the new law, are exclud- 
ed from admission into the United States: 

‘“‘All persons physically capable and over 
sixteen years of age who cannot read and 
write the English language or the lan- 
guage of their native or resident country; 
but a person not so able to read and write 
who is over fifty years of age and is the 
parent or grandparent of a qualified imm+ 
grant over twenty-one years of age and 
capable of supporting such parent or 
grandparent may accompany such immli- 
grants, or such a parent or grandparent, 
may be sent for and come to join the fam- 
ily of a child or grandchild over twenty- 
one years of age, similarly qualified and ca- 
pable.”’ 

How the Test Is Made. 

The method ot making this educational 
test fs interesting. For the purpose of 
testing the ability of the immigrant to 
read and write, the inspection officers 
shall be furnished with gopies of the con- 
stitution of the United States, printed on 
numbered uniform pasteboard slips, each 
containing not less than twenty nor more 
than twenty-five words of the constitution, 
printed in the various languages of the 
immigrants in double small pica type. 
These slips shall be kept in boxes made 
for that purpose and so constructed as to 
conceal the slips from view, each box to 
contain slips of but one language, and the 
immigrant may designate the language in 
which he prefers the test shall be. made. 

Each immigrant shall be required to 
draw one of the slips from the box and 
read, and afterwards write out, in full 
view of the immigration officers, the words 
printed thereon. Each slip shall be re- 
turned to the box immediately after the 
test is finished, and the contents of the 
box shall be shaken up by an inspection 
officer before another drawing is made. 
No immigrant falling to read and write 
out the slip thus drawn by him shall be 
admitted, but he shall be returned to the 
country from which he came at the ex- 
pense of the steamship or railroad company 
which brought him, as now provided by 
law. 

The inspection officers shall keep in each 
box at all times a full number of printed 
pasteboard slips, and in the case of each 
excluded immigrant shall keep a certified 
memorandum of the number of the slip 
which the immigrant failed to read or 
copy out in writing. If in any case from 
any unavoidable cause the foregoing slips 
are not at hand for use, the inspection 
officers shall carefully and thoroughly test 
the ability of the immigrant to read and 
using the most appropriate and 
available means at their command; and 
shall state fully in writing the reasons 
why the slips are lacking, and describe the 
substitute method adopted for testing the 
ability of the :mmigrant. 

Other Provisions of the Bill. 

Other paragraphs of the bill provide that 
it shall be unlawful for any male alien, 
who has not in good faith made his decla- 
ration to become a citizen, to be employed 
on any public works of the United States, 
or to come regularly or habitually into the 
United States by land or water for the pur- 
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runs—this referring to Canadian railway 
companies. 


Steamboat companies bringing in Miiter- 
ates are required to carry them back just as 
they are now required to take back pauper 
immigrants. An exception to the provis- 
fons of the law is made with regard to 
“persons arriving in the United States 
from any port or place in the island of 
| Cuba during the continuation of the present 
disorders there, who have heretofore been 
inhabitants of that island.” 

Families. 

Under the bill as it first passed the sen- 
ate a husband who could stand the test 
was allowed to bring in his illiterate wife, 
just as he fs now allowed to bring in his 
parent or grandparent. The conference 
report cut this out. Over this change 
there was a hard fight in the house, but 
the conference report was agreed to. 

In eloquent language the opponents of the 
provision pictured the breaking up of fam- 
ilies when they reached'the American port 
and the husband was allowed to come in 
while the wife could not. The argument 
in favor of the proposition was that the 
steamship companies must look out for this 
and it would be to their interest to make 
the laws of the United States so under- 
stood that nobody would attempt to come 
who could not stand the test. 

Desirable Immigrants Not Shut Out. 

There is no disposition to shut out the 
really desirable tmmigrants. The purpose 
of the bill is to shut out the undesirable, 
thus leaving the field more favorable for 
those already here and those who can 
stand the test. In showing who would real- 
ly be affected by the provisions Representa- 
tive Stone, of Pennsylvania, presented some 
interesting figures taken from the statistics 
of last year’s immigration. There were 
65.004 immigrants from Austria-Hungary, 
8,060 from Italy and 45,137 from Russia, mak- 
ing a total of 178,291 from this group of 
countries. Of the immigrants from Austria- 
Hungary 23,973 could not read or write, of 
those from Italy 31,374 could not read or 
write, and of those from Russia 12,866 could 
not read or write, making a total of 68,163 
immigrants from this group of countries 
who would have been kept out had the 
proposed law been in effect during last year. 

He showed that during the same period 
there had been 31,885 immigrants from Ger- 
many, of whom only 713 were unable to 
read and write; 8885 from Norway, of 
whom only fifty-seven could not read and 
write; 21,177 from Sweden, only 14 of whom 
could not read and write; 19,492 from Eng- 
land, of whom only 575 could not read and 
write, and . 4,262 from Ireland, of whom 
2,473 could not read and write. The total 
immigration from this group of countries 
was 121,671, of whom only 4,146 would have 
been excluded under the proposed educa- 
tional test. 

Russian Jews Aimed At. 

It developed in the course of the house 
debate that the Russian Jews are a class of 
immigrants especially aimed at. Support- 
ers of the bill.told how these people had 
been flocking to this country in many in- 
stances to become a care upon the Hebrew 
societies. It was pointed out that for the 
first time in their history the Hebrew 
benevolent associations in the big cities had 
been compelled to ask outside aid. 

The general argument for this restriction 
is that by -it-the American workman will 
receive some sort of protection. The condi- 
tions in the large cities where thousands 
of ignorant imfhigrants are congested were 
pictured and thé need for such a change 
is evident. 

Desirable immigrants, those who are in- 
dustrious and intelligent, will always be 
weicomed; they will make good citizens. 
But the pauper and ignorant classes, who 
have no appreciation of our form of gov- 
ernment must not come to be a burden upon 
the industrious and a menace to American 
institutions. OHL. 


A BEAR IN HIS CABIN.

It was ene of the few warm nights in 
May along Puget sound. I had a cabin on

Mr. Tora Hoshi, Jananese minister and 
representative of the emperor in the Unit- 
ed States is greatly pleased with his recep- 
tion and the people of Atlanta. 

"Atlanta is live and progressive,” sald the 
minister this morning while conversing 
with a number of new made friends and 
acquaintances at the Aragon, “I like tne elty 
and have been treated with much courtesy 
here. This afternoon I leave for New 
Orleans and thence to Galveston w" com- 
plete my trip through the south."’ 

“How do you like the south?” asked a 
representative of The Evening Constif i:ton. 

The minister shrugged his shoulders and 
replied: ‘“Too cold down here. We do not 
have cold weather tn Japan. The lowest 
which the thermometer ever reaches in our 
country is thirty-five degrees above zero.”’ 

Mr. Hoshi spent tle most of the morn- 
ing tn the reading room at the Aragon to- 
day. He suffered during the night with “ se- 
vere toothache, which had not entirely 
left him this morning. On this account he 
thought it a be better for him to keep 
indoors. 

Mr. Hugh eines the well-known dry 
goods merchant and capitalist, called at 
the hotel near the noon hour for Mr. Hoshi. 
and he accompanted him to his place of 
business on Pryor street, where he was 
shown through the establishment. 

The Japanese minister is a close observer, 
and plied Mr. Inman with many questions 
regarding the volume of his business, and 
the points to which his trade reached, sug- 
gesting in an off hand way that he might 
find it profitable to enter the Japanese mar-

An Important Treaty. 

Mr. Hoshi has just negotiated an impor- 
tant treaty with Secretary Olney, of the 
United States, which is attracting atten- 
tion from inventors, manufacturers and 
patentees all over the country just now: 

It is a treaty regarding the registering 
of patents, copyrights and trade marks be- 
tween the citizens of Japan and the United 
States. 

By the new treaty which has been sent 
to the emperor for approval, citizens of the 
United States are allowed to have patents 
registered in Japan and the people of that 
country are offered the same privilege in 
this country. 

This is something that has been wanted 
by the people of the two countries for a 
long time, and it is welcome news that 
the agreement fegarding the treaty has 
been. reached. 

Regarding this Mr. Hoshi said: 

“TI negotiated this treaty with Sosiinney 
Olney a few days ago and it hap already 
been sent to Japan for the approval of the 
emperor. I think that he will approve it 
right away and that the negotiations will 
then be ratified by the present senate. 

“Hundreds of Americans have applied 
for patents in Japan, but they could not be 
granted as we had no treaty covering this 
point with the United States. 

“It is all right now and we will be glad 
to grant patents, copyrights and trade 
marks to the people of the United States.” 

Mr. Hoshi will leave on the Atlanta and 
West Point train at 4:20 o’clock this after- 
noon for New Orleans.

COLD SNAP IS MAKING WAY FOR 
SOUTHERN WIND. 
Mr. Marbury, the Weather Man, Talks 
About the Indications for To- 
day and Tomorrow. 


is ncw practically oyer and 
Atlantians may once more breathe freely 
and cast aside the overcoats and wraps 
-which have been decidedly in evidence dur- 
ing the past few days, The lowest point 
which was reached “by. ‘the thermometer 
fast night was i2 degrees above and while 
this is still rather chilly, yet when it is

} compared with the weather which has been 


prevatent over this section during the last 
few days it does not sound so cold. 

At 8 o'clock this morning the thermome-~- 
ter stood at 18 and as the day advanced 
it crawled up much higher. This rise of 
temperature, which has come to Atlanta, 
has likewise visited every section of the 
ccuntry. The two coldest places in the 
United States this morning are Bismarck, 
N. D., and St. Paul, Minn. At 8 o'clock 
the temperature at the former place stood 
at 2 degrees below zero and at the latter 
place the thermometer showed Zero. 

From this it will be seen that the cold 
weather has gone, at least for the present, 
and those who have had a touch of it 
during the past few days, hope that it will 
never return. The extremely low barometric 
area which has for the past few days been 
hanging over the northeast, has vanished 
and has given place to a high area anc 
a quick rise in the temperature. On the 
other hand the high area which has been 
prevalent over tre southwest has begun to 
move toward the northeast and at present 
is hanging over the Ohio valley. 

What Mr. Marbury Says. 

Local Forecast Offictal Marbury has the 
following to say in regard to what the 
cold-natured people of this city May exX- 
pect on tomorrow: 

“The high barometric area that has been 
central in the southwest for the past few 
days has moved northeastward and is now 
over the Ohio valley. 

“The low area that was over the extrqme 
nertheast Friday morning has disappeared 
and there has been a decided rise in the 
barometer in that section during the past 
twenty-four hours. The pressure has fallen 
over the states west of the Mississippi. 

“With only one or two exceptions there 
has been a general rise in temperature over 
the entire map and the backbone of the 
severe cold wave is now broken and warm- 
er weather may be expected in this section 
during the next day or two. Freezing tem- 
perature still covers the map from the 
Canada to the gulf, except in ths extr. me 
southwest and in Florida, There has been 
considerable rise in temperature over Flor- 
ida. 

“The coldest points this morning on the 
map are Bismarck and St. b’aul, the former 
reporting 2 degrees below zero ard th: 
latter gere. 

“The lowest point reached by the ther- 
mometer at Atlanta last night was 12.4 de- 
grees higher than the night before.

Two Napoleons 
of Journalism.

The new Napoleon of English journalism 
fs Alfred C. Harmsworth, a: young man of 
thirty who has been in the newspaper bus- 
iness only a short time, about eight years. 

At the present time Harmsworth owns 
four dailies and fourteen weeklies. Two 
of his dailies are in London. 

He started with practically nothing, and 
is now worth several million dollars. With 
his brothers, he has organized a stock 
company to conduct his publications, with 
the exception of the London dailies, which 
Claim most of his atténtion. 

This enterprising journaiist resides in the 
country, and transacts most of his busi- 
ness, but two or three times a week he 
runs up to London to personally supervise 
important matters. 


Undoubtedly, this young man is a Napo- 
leon of journalism, from an English point 
of view, but it is probable that more 
than one great editor in the United States, 
where conditions are very different, has 
accomplished more, and puts moré brains, 
work and enterprise into one big daily 
than Harmsworth expends upon ali of his 
publications. 

It is easier and less expensive to run 
a haif dozen reputable English dailies than 
it is to conduct one of the strictly first-class 
American dailies. 

Still, the newcomer in British news- 
paper circles is fairly entitled to his. lau- 
reis, and at his age there is a possibility 
that he may yet borrow American meth- 
ods and make his free press shape Bng- 
lish pubiic opinion and politics. 

Whether he has too many irons in the 
fire, or whether he is building up a gigan- 
tic newspaper trust remains to be seen. 


But, when a Napoleon of journalism is 
mentioned, American readers naturally 
think of one man, James Gordon Bennett, 
the elder. 

Bennett was a middle-aged man when 
he scraped together $500 and started The 
New York Herald. 

That was in 1835. The Herald at first 
was a sheet ten by fourteen inches in size, 
and the first number contained twelve col- 
umns of reading matter and four col- 
umns of advertisements. 

New York then had only, 270,000 inhabt- 
tants. There were no telegraph lines, and 
Only two short raiiways in the country. 


boats, post horses and carrier pigeons. 

Mr. Bennett had worked in the officé of 
the old Charleston Courier and on Several 
other newspapers. He had been proof- 
reader, reporter, correspondent and edi- 
torial writer. 

Twelve or fifteen years of this experierice 
had fitted him for his venture in New 
York, 


The new paper was bitterly abused by 
the better classes. 

It was too personal, 
sensational. 

The editor wrote nearly everything in his 
columns, editorials, paragraphs, police re- 
ports, short stories and aavertisements. 

He introduced the daily money article, 
and thus made The Herald a necessity in 
every business man’s office. 

In a ghort time he enlarged the paper. 
He was the first to print reports of relig- 
ious meetings and sermons and he intro- 
duced many other innovations, including 
the present system of interviewing. 

The older eaitors and politicians denounc- 
ed him for éverjthing that was vile and 
dangerous, 

Two editors publicly caned him on the 
street, and Mr. Bennett, after attending to 
his bruises, wrote a spicy description of 
his encounters. 

An attempt was made to blow him up 
with a bomb, and for a time his life was 
in hourly danger. 

He could be beaten and abused, but he 
could not be cowed or suppressed. 

The Herald continued to print piquant 
and sometimes savage’ editorials and para- 
graphs, and it always gave all the néws 
first. 

Organized efforts were madé to boycott 
it, and its editor was the defendant in 
many libel suits. 

The Scotchman soon made his paper 
pay. 

He introduced the cash system of. sub- 
scriptions and advertising, and every Sat- 
urday night knéw just how he stood. 2 

Before his day newspapers had given 
credit to everybody. After forty years in 
the newspaper business, Thomas Ritchie, 
the famous Richmond editor, had $150,000 
due him in bad debts. 


Bennett was determined to get the news 
first. at any cost. 

This advertised his paper, and made it 
sought after everywhere, even by its ene- 
mies. 

He was fortunate enough to get on the 
right side of many big questions, and in the 
course of time the masses came to his 
support. + 

In his early days he wrote queer édi- 
torials about himeelf. He announced his 
marriage in advance in 2 humorous edi- 
torial. 

One day there was a revolution in The 
Herald establishment. 

Mr. Bennett came down. stylishly dress- 
ed, and with a dignified air. 

He sat down at his desk, and gave his 
am 3 orders which surprised them ‘not a 
little, 

After that date The Herali war to be 
a high-toned paper, with no scandal and no 
slang. 

The paper had grown too big and impor- 
tant to deal with trifles. It had become a 
power behind the throne! 


My readers know what The Herald was 
in the old age of fits founder, and what it is 
now, under the management of his son. 

It is still cne of the finést newspaper 
properties in the world. 

The first Bennett was for nanv years 
a power In politics, and he misht have 
been sent as minister to a royal court, but 
he declined anything.in the shape of an 
office . 

The persecution of which he was the 
victim in his eally days did aot ceam xafte- 
his marriage, and it naturally embittersd

There 
was a great hue and cry raised by suburban 
residents for its reinstatement on the 
ground that its abolition left them without 
adequate protection from the lawless vaga- 
berds that infest the outskirts of every 
city, Atianta being no exception to the 
rule, 

The case was taken te the supreme court, 
ay.d that tribunal will hear argument froin 
both sides on February’ $th and will pass 
upon the constitutionality of the county 
police and will settle the vexatious ques- 
tion.

The charter has never been lawfully ex- 
tend. 1 beyond the period fixed by the act 
of 1896.

The park commissioners have stirred up 


a sensation. 

They met yesterday afternoon as stated 
in The Evening Constitution's extra, and 
did two things: 

D: Austin to suc- 
ceed Mosteller as superintendent of Grant 
park; second, they took the initiatory step 
to dispose of the animals in the Gress zoo. 

Mr. Austin is in a most embarrassing po- 
sition. He has never been introduced to the 
elephant and she has a way of treating 
strangers with a great deal of disrespect, 
which is so extremely rude as to endanger 
the life of those who defy her social code. 
The lions and bears will also regard the 
hew Keeper with suspicion. 

But the all paramount question is how 
will the city get rid of the menagerie? 
Market quotations on elephants, stuffed 
camels and buzzards are hard to procure, 
and bears are commercial commodities 
which the law of demand seems to entirely 
control. 

One proposition which has been suggested 
is to kill the entire outlay and stuff them 
Tike the camel. The originator of the idea 
Says: 

“In this state they can be more easily 
handled and will be absolutely no expense 
te the city. Besides, a stuffed menagerie 
would be unique and entirely in keeping 
rith the great retrenchment movement. It 
could be used to decorate the council cham- 
ber. Just think what a curiosity a den of 
stuffed Georgia gophers would make! 

“If this should not meet with the appro- 
Val of the park commissioners they might 
white-wash the elephant and rent her for 
patent medicine advertisements. The guinea 
pigs could be turned over to the detective 
department, for they are noted for rooting 
to the bottom of anything in sight. The 
buzzard could be belled and turhed loose. 
The only one of this soft has been Ifed 
about for twenty years and a fresh one 
would be quite appropriate.’ The three black 
bears woull make a good sigh for the 
Stock exchenge. The elk Would bé scooped 
by the secret society, which has trespassed 
upon its numenclature.” . 

These are merely suggestions which have 
been offered. by several patriotic citizens.

Councilman, Peters puts it,. "the. monkeys

New York, January 30.—A _ sad-faced 
young man sat by a window in the office of 
Collector of Customs Kilbreth yesterday 
morning and looked into the chill and 
cheerless outside world. Private Secretary 
Palmer, who is a cheerful soul, tried vari- 
ous devices to cheer up the young man, but 
he would not cheer, for the stern, cold 
brow of the collector was bent upon him. 
Finally Mr. Kilbreth spoke. 

“Your name is Rafferty, I believe, sir?’ 

“Tt is,"’ said the young man sadly. 

“You are fond of practical jokes, I be- 
Heve, sir?’ 

“I was once, sir,”’ and there was increas- 
ing sadness in his voice. 

‘*‘Well, let’s hear what everybody has to 
Say about this affair,” said the collector, 
and the investigation into the disappear- 
ance of the $15,000 check belonging to the 
American Sugar Refining Company and 
its recovery. began. 

The evidence brought out the fact that 
Tuesday afternoon Stewart W. Dennison, 
clerk in the office of the sugar trust, went 
to the cashier’s office in the custom house 
with a check for $15,650.40 drawn on the 
‘Bank of New York and designed to pay 
duty on two cargoes of sugar. He laid the 
check on the teller’s window, face down, 
and was signing some papers, when Cus- 
tom House Broker John T. Rafferty came 
up with Appraiser of Specie Edward T. 
Barrett. Rafferty caught up the check, 
Which he supposed to be a piece of blank 
paper, and thrusting it in Barrett's pocket, 
said: ‘*Here’s the money I owe you.”’ 

Barrett smiled and said: 

“Thank you, I need it,’’ and hurried to 
catch his train for Westchester. When 
Dennison came to hand over his check to 
the teller it was gone. Rafferty frankly 
told of his joke, and consternation came 
over both young men. The two cargoes 
of sugar would probably be sent to what is 
known as “general order,’ and the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Company would have 
to pay about $400 in fees, for cartage, stor- 
age, etc., all because the duty had not 
been paid within the time required by law, 
in the enforcement of which the govern- 
ment is uncompromising. 

The World told yesterday how the two 
young men stopped payment on the check 
and followed ‘Mr. Barrett through the 
wilds of Westchester at midnight and of 
their many perilous adventures with dogs 
and grewsome things, and of how the big 
check was found doubled up in Mr. Bar- 
rett’s pocket all safe and sound. It had 
proved a very pitiable joke for the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Company and all con- 
cerned, and if young Mr. Dennison had not 
proved very clearly. at the collector's in- 
vestigation yesterday that he was not to 
._ blame it would have cost him his pusition 
' probably. 

Mr. Rafferty gallantly stepped forward, 
however, and confessed that he alone was 
to blame, so the collector, who takes life 
very seriously, lectured him severely on 
practical jokes and frivolity in general, 
and drew a very apt lesson or two from the 
joke which may yet cost the sugar trust 
several hundred dollars. Mr. Rafferty did 
not smile yesterday.

The Russian Government Does Not 
Like Its Being at Agence Russe. 


RUSSIA IS CHIDING FRANCE 


The Russian Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs Will Look Into the Matter 
and President Fauvre Will Prohba- 
hly Have Something To Say—Russia 
Claims Bosphorus, Leaving sgypt 
to France. 1 


New York, Janucry 30.—A special cable 
to The Herald from St. Petersburg says: 

Considerable uneasiness has been caused 
by a telegram received from the Agence 
Russe, to the effect that forty English 
warships, including eleven first-class battle- 
ships, are hovering between Besika Bay 
and the Dardanelles. 

The matter is said to be likely to re- 
ceive especial attention at the meeting of 
Ceunt Maravieff, the Russian minister, and 
President Faure. 

The Novoe Vremya has publislied a reply 
to an attack recently made upon Russia 
in a French newspaper. In a remarkably 
sharp article, it says: 

“France should see that her interests 
have descended to the Suez canal. France’s 
interests in Turkey are nearly financial, 
whereas Russia, and in a less degree, Aus- 
tria, are the only countries interested in 
any territorial division. 

“If France,” says the article, “had 
sought the first role on the Bosphorus, 
there would have been no Franco-Russian 
alltance. 

“Russia owes nothing to France. Here 
Russia must be first. at Constantinople, 
where her interests are supreme. - Let 
France lead in Egypt, where her interests 
lie.’’ 7 

Discussion is rife here as to the origin 
of the attacks in the French papers, which 
appear to be systematic.

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THE ALASKA 
BOUNDARY LINE 


A Treaty To Appoint a Joint Com- | 
mission To Determine It 


WILL BE SENT TO SENATE 


Olney and Pauncefote Are Now Com- 
 pleting It, and the 14Ist Meridian 
May Now Be Located and Monu- 
ments Erected To Mark It—Gold 
Fields Recently Discovered Make 
the Question Important. 


New York, January 30.—A Herald special 
from Wasnington says: 

President Cleveland will soon send to 
the senate for ratification a treaty which 
is being drawn up by Secretary Olney and 
Sir Julian Pauncefote for the final settle- 
ment of all questions now pening between 
Great Britain and the United States as to 
the boundary between Alaska and the 
British North American possessions. 

The importance of an early settlement 
of the exact boundary has been greatly 
increased by the development of the gold 
fields on Seven Mile creek, which runs 
partly in British and partly in United 
States territory. 

While the greater part, if not all of this 
gold field is unquestionably in Alaska, the 
exact boundary line is of importance as 
determining whether the only passable 
route from this fleld to the coast is en- 
tirely in Alaska and partly in British ter- 
ritory. 

Efforts To Find It Have Been Made. 

Both the United States and Great Britain 
have had expeditions in the field to de- 
termine the location of the 141ist meridian, 
which forms a part of the boundary line. 

The treaty now being completed by Secre- 
tary Olney and Sir Julian Pauncefote will 
provide for a joint scientific commission ‘to 
locate, this meridian and erect monuments 


at suitable intervals to mark the boundary 


line. 

The negotiation of this treaty may have 
an important bearing on’ the fate of the 
Anglo-American arbitration treaty now 
pending in the senate, as there has been 
considerable objection on the part of sena- 
tors to agreeing to the treaty in such form 
that the Alaskan boundary might become 
a question of arbitration under it.

Full Text of Nevada’s Famous Law 


Licensing Prize Fights. 


DAN STUART ACCEPTS IT 


The Fistic Promoter Has Wired Cor- 
_hett and Fitzsimmons That They 
Will Meet in the Far Western State. ! 
He Wants a Good Man To Go Up 
Against Peter Maher at the Same 


Time. 


Carson City, Nev., January 30.—The full 
text of the bill which passed both branches 
of the Nevada legislature and was yes- 
terday signed by the governor, permitting 
and Heensing prize fights in the state, is 
as follows: 


“Section 1. Any person over the age of 
twenty-one years may procure a license for 
én exhibition in a public place for any 
contest or exhibition with gloves between 
man and man for a wager or reward, and 
the weight of gloves shal! not be less than 
four ounces used in said contest or exhi- 
bition. 

“Section 2. The sheriff of any county in 
which: exhibition named in section 1 of 
this act is to be held shall issue a license 
for such exhibition or contest upon pay- 
ment to him of the sum of $1,000. 

“Section 3. Blank licenses shall be pre- 
pared by the county auditor of the county 
in which exhibition or contest named in 
section 1 of this act is to be held, which 
license shall be issued and accounted for 
as is by law provided for in respect to 
other county -Jicenses. Each license deliv- 
ered by the sheriff under the provisions of 
this act shall contain the name of license 


and names of contestants for reward of 


wages offered for such exhibition or cony | 
test. 

“Section 4. The lHcense shall, ten hours 
before any proposed contest or exhibition 
under provisions of this act, file with the 
county clerk where such contest or exhi- 
bition is to be held, a certificate in writ- 
ing executed by two regular practicing 
physicians of that state, showing that the 
contestants named in license are in sound 
physical health and condition. 

“Section 5. That such exhibition or con- 
test shall be within an inclosure sufficient 
to exclude men or the public not in attend- 
ance thereat, and no Intoxicatiny liquors of 
any kind shall be sold or given away at 
or during contest or exhibition as afore- 
said upon the grounds or within inclosure 
where said exhibition or contest is held. 

‘*Section 6. No town, city or municipal 
corporation in this state shall have power 
to prohibit, suppress or regulate any such 
glove exhibition or contest or the license 
therefor as. prévided by this act, and no 
such exhibition or contest shall take place 
on Sunday. 

“Section 7. All moneys received for li- 
censes under provision of this act shall 
be paid one-tenth into company treasury 
and nine-tenths into state treasury, for 
general company and state purposes. 

“Section 8 Any person procuring license 
is hereby authorized to charge an admis- 
sion fee to such exhibition or contest. 

“Section 9. Any person or persons who 
Shall participate in, conduct or manage 
any glove contest or exhibition contrary 
to provisions of this act, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof be punished by a fine or not less 
than $300, nor more than $1,000, and by im- 
prisonment in county jail not to exc2ed six 
months. 

“Section 10, This act shall take cffect 
from and after its passage. All acts and 

~ of act, in conflict herewith, «are here- 
by repealed.’’

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NEW ARMENIAN 
RELIEF PLAN 


A Permanent Fund Asked for to 
Give Destitute Employment. 


HOWARD'S STRONG ADDRESS 


Spent Two Years in Armenia and Un- 
derstands the Situation Thoroughly. 
No Real Good Can Be Effected by 
the Present Manner of Giving—Ar- 
menians Are Seeking Other Coun- 


tries for Homes. 


New York, January 30.—At the annual 
meeting of the Armenian Relief Association 
last evening William Willard Howard, who 
has just returned from Armenta, delivered 
an address in which he said: 

“After more than two years of uninter- 
rupted work for the Armenian cause I am 
convinced that any relief measure that 
does not have for its object the perma- 
nent improvement of the Armenian people 
is money and effort thrown away. To con- 
tinue relief work without a definite, prac- 


ical object in view is in the nature of 
"pouring water into a sieve. 


Nef With 


this theory as a working 
s P’recommended to the Armenian Re- 


| lief Association last April a rescue scheme 
whereby destitute and starving Armenians 


might be removed from their ruined homes 
and assisted to begin life anew in less bar- 
barous lands than Turkey. The associa- 
tion accepted this plan and undertook to 
raise funds io carry it into effect. 

“Without going into wearisome details I 
will say that the rescue movement begun 
here last spring, and later taken up by a 
committee formed by me in London, has 
resulted in the emigration of about. 12,000 
Christians, men, women and children, from 
the Turkish empire. Many more have 
emigrated, but this number is all that I 
may reasonably claim as_ having come 
within our influence. If all the facts were 
available, and if it were possible to compile 
reliable statistics, I think that it would be 
found that the total emigration from 
Turkey during 1896 was between 65,000 and 
100,000. The poor, persecuted people have 
fled like sheep whenever the opportunity 
offered. 

Armenians Go to Russia. 

“The refugees went to those parts of the 
outside world which were easiest to reach. 
Most of them went to Russia, where they 
were well treated and well fed. Others 
went to Bulgaria, where they were Hos- 
pitably received by the government and the 
people. 

“Kight different British relief commit- 
tees have been at work among the refu- 
gees in Bulgaria, with the result that the 
Armenian ‘refugees are now as well off as 
their Bulgarian neighbors. Of the refu- 
gees who fied to France some were trans- 
shipped to the United States and Great 
Britain. Other refugees fled to Greece and 
Cypress, where they still remain. British 
committees are looking after them, to- 
gether with those who went to Egypt. 

“Tt look for a continuation of the exodus 
this year, but to what extent it is impos- 
sible to say. I believe that unless the 
powers of Europe step in and take forcible 
possession of Turkey the persecutions and 
the massacres will continue. I am expect- 
ing trouble in eastern Turkey in May or 
June and I would not be surprised if an- 
other massacre took place in the city of 
Constantinople. We are not by any means 
at the end of the Armenian question. 

Industrial Plan Proposed. 

“Out of the necessities of the situation 
I have formed a plan which, if carried out 
with energy and intelligence, will make the 
relief funds self-perpetuating. This plan 
is to place relief work on a business basis. 
I am now asking for a new fund. I pro- 
pose that this fund shall be administered on 
an industrial basis. With the money sub- 
scribed I propose that destitute persons 
in Armenia and refugees who flee from 
Armenia shall be put to work earning their 
own living.”’

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WEIRD HISTORY 


The Subject Was Evidently Doomed 
To Be Burned. 


THIRTEEN WAS ITS NUMBER 


A Fire in a Medical School Consumes 
the Body of a Man, Who, While 
Sick, Was in Constant Fear of 
Burning. 


New York, January 30.—Facts in every- 
day life sometimes present themselves 30 
Strangely and so forcibly that even the 
most skeptical is apt to turn fatalist. 

A case in point is a story that comes as 
an echo of the recent fire at Bellevue col- 
lege, which was almost destroyed and with 
it a half dozen human bodies. 

The latter were only anatomical cadavers 
—*‘stiffs’’—some of them with the life long 
since sniffed out. They lay on long tables 
on the top floor of the old building, thirteen 
of them—unlucky number. 

One of the bodies was that of a stalwart 
man, @ fine specimen, from a professional 
standpoint. His story, or a litle part of 
it, was learned and lives after his body 
has been cremated. It is a strange story of 
how fate cheated even death. 

Three or four months ago a man was 
brought to Bellevue hospital. He was a 
strong-looking man, of bone and sinew, 
but he was very sick. He said but litite 
but it was learned that his name was 
Stone, that he was a laborer, and that hea 
came from somewhere in the northern part 
of the city. 

Apart from his size there was nothing 
particularly striking about the man, unless 
it was a great ragged scar on one side of 
his face and head. 

The scar extended from the lower part 
of his right cheek to a point behind the 
ear, covering almost the whole of that side 
of his face. It was plainly the scar of a 
burn, and its appearance showed the wound 
to have been a terrible one. 

The man rapidly grew worse. He became 
delirious. He raved constantly, and 
strangely enough, his rayings wer ati 
about the scar on his face. He had shown 
an absolute terror of fire from the time 
he was brought into the hospital, and the 
nurses were compelled to keep him away 
from the sight of it. 

‘I'll not burn, I tell you!’ he would cry 
out, pressing his hand to the sear. “I'll 
not burn! Keep it away from me; keep it 
away from me! The fire has been after me 
all my life. Keep it away, I tell you; keep 
it away! They told me when I was a boy 
that I’d burn, that my body would burn. 
An old hag said so. Damn her, she lied! 
It nearly caught me once. It tried to burn 
me, but I got away—I got away. My body 
shan’t burn. I won't let it burn!’’ 

And he would cower under the bedclothes, 
holdine the scar with both hands end 

shrieking out to them not to let his budv 
burn. , 

He died declaring to that last that the 
old hag lied, and that his body would never 
burn.He laughed when he said it, os 
though # triumph over the prophecy, and 
laughing, died. 

They took his body. to the collece and 
there on one of the tables on the tap feor 
it lay for weeks with the others. The ser 
on the dead: man's face looked livid even in 
death, as though it were a prophetic warn- 
ing from the fire fiend. 

Then one morning the college cau,nt fire 
in the top floor, in the corner of the dis ct- 
ing room. Before any one could reack * 
the entire upper. story was wrapp2d in 
flames. It burned for several hours. The 
hose finally conquered, and the firemen 
got into the top story. They found tuir- 
teen bodies. Twelve were almost unt dubhed 
by the flames. Only one was consumed al- 
most to a crisp; all but the head, which 
lay on one side. 

A fireman rolled it over and disclosed cn 
the lower side of the face the great, jazged 
scar that covered the cheek.

‘earthquake’ dance, performed by a bevy 
of ‘Little Egypts.’ The excitement was 
too much fer-him, and he was overcome. 
The following: merning he came to the 
capitol and told the members of the dele- 
gation a cock-and-bull story about being 
robbed. The fact is some of the Egyptians 
or their friends ‘touched’ him for his $200 
‘and we had to make up a purse to send 
him home.”’. * 

The unfortunate eatin of this story con- 
templated a visit to New York with the 
money he received for his services as mes- 
senger, but that “earthquake” dance shat- 
tered his hope of seeing that great city, 
and his personal reputation is somewhat 
mangled. The “Little Egypts’’ who danced 
away with his $200 probably regard him as 
a living picture of the much-talked-of era 
of prosperity. 


Tll Luck in Fourteen. 

‘This matter of superstition always makes 
me laugh,” said Mr. A. T. Britton, when 
some one spoke of never liking to do any- 
thing on Friday. ‘I made a trip of 15,000 
miles last summer with a: party of twelve 
others, making thirteen in all, and we 
started on a Friday and never missed a 
train or a boat or a meal or had an ache 
or a pain among us the whole time.”’ 

Then he told a laughable story. 


‘It has been the custom of the survivors | 


of the old Natignal Rifles to meet each 
year on the anniversary of our mustering 
into service in the war of the rebellion and 
enjoy a dinner and swap reminiscences near 
and remote. Several years ago I had the 
boys to my house and had prepared the 
very best dinner I knew how to give. 

“There aré usually sixteen or reventeen 
survivors at such a gathering, but this 
time, when we were about to enter the 
dining room, somebody counted noses and 
discovered there were thirteen in all. Now, 
those other twelve men were brave and 
courageous gentlemen, who had faced can- 
non ememondaaty and were afraid of noth- 
ing tangible, but not a single man of them 
was willing to enter the room. 

“At last, after a half hour’s wait, during 
which my dinner was rapidly approaching 
the spoiled stage, another man came and in 
we went. Now, that man who made the 
fourteenth in the 4 omhgd and broke the un- 
lucky spell, —— ing to the twelve other 
guests, was arley Alexander, and be- 
fore the yl goes concluded he had to be 
carried home and in two months he was 
dead. All the others are living.”

No sooner had it been flashed over the 
wires than other cabinet possibilities began 
to be brought to the front by prominent 
républicans elsewhere, and it will not be 
many days before scme one has been run 
in to take the place which was to have 
gone to Judge Goff. 

Colonel A. E. Buck, wko will contro! the 
patronage of Georgia by reason of the 
prominent part which he took in managing 
the republican end of the campaign in this 
State. Was surprised when a representative 


- of The Evening Constitution informed him 


of the refusal of Judge Goff to enter the 
cabinet. 

He thought that it was settled that the 
West Virginian was going in, and he had 
about decided to be satisfied with one mem- 
ber from the ,south proper, but now he 
has changed his mind and believes that the 
rlospects are brighter than ever for the 
appointment of a true southerner, while 
there may he two members of the official 
family from this gcection. 

What Colonel. Buck Says. 

Colonel Buck said: “I think that the 
refusal of Judge Goff to enter the cabinet 
will brighten the chances of other promi- 
nent southern republicans who have been 
mentioned in connection with the cabinet.

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ened to a statement from Hiram Hitch- 
cock, of New York, president of the Mar- 
itime Canal Company of Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica and the operations of the com- 
pany thereunder. 4 

Mr. Hitchcock referred to the obtaining 
of the concession and traced the history 
down to the present time. 
relating the substance of interviews and 
producing many important and interesting 
documents. 

He repeated in general the statements 
made by him before the senate committee 
or foreign relations June 5th, 1890, concern- 
ing the difficulties that had occurred in 
the affairs of the company, and said that 
at different times the company had been 
obliged to request the good offices of the 
United States in order that its rights and 
property might bewprotected. He added 
that the state department, through Mr. 
Blaine and under Judge Gresham, had 
used its influence in protecting the rights 
of the company and exnibited original 


documents and dispatches substantiating - 


his statements. 

He also referred. to the recent letter of 
the minister’ from «greater Central Ameri- 
ca. Mr. Rodriguez, #nd: expressed surprise 
at the unfriendliness therein exhibited to 
the canal. enterprise, and produced docu- 
ments to show that the Rodriguez paper 
did not express ‘the true sentiment of the 
Nicaraguan government. He expressed the 
high appreciation ;of President. Zelaya, 
whom he regarded as friendly to the canal 
énterprise.
